of control and regulation of public service'corporations, but 
he does not believe the government should .Own them or be 
permitted to exercise war powers in lime of peace. 


; 
Mr. Hughes declared that governmental enterprise tends 


constantly to inefficiency: 
It is necessary that cities and 


towns should attend to their public works, but it is true that 
the construction of. buildings, bridges and highways could in 
most cases be done for less money, by shrewd'business men 
acting in a private capacity. There are few individuals who 


. would care to. employ the city or town to do work for (hern.' 


But of.late years the call for government ownership has 


been growing among a certain class of the population who 
have an-idea that with business in the hands of the govern- 
ment all abuses would speedily be .corrected and large money 
savings would be made. What the government has done in 
•taking over the railroads, the telegraph, telephone and express 
business, etc., has been done strictly as a war measure, and 
as such the action may have been wise. But whether it would 
be wise to continue this policy, and even to extend it, as some 
think should be done, is held by'many to be-<5xtremely doubt- 
ful. 
Mr. Hughes certainly does not believejt would be.' 
. 


Not only does Mr. Hughes see inefficiency.in.government 


ownership, but lie believes that putting business under politi- 
cal control would result detrimentally both to politics and 
business. "The dovetailing of government with businesses 
apt to injure both," he says. He has ho-quarrel with the gov- 
ernment for doing what it has done in the exigncy of war as a 
war measure, but stands rigidly against the idea of the gov- 
ernment continuing its hand on the business of the people ex- 
cept in a regulative way. 
He would have the return from 


governmental to.private ownershpi made with care so as to 
interfere with the service as.little as possible, but'in his view 
it will be belter for business and better for the country to have 
the government restrict its activities 'to the duties for which it 
was instituted and leave the people to manage their own busi- 
ness in Ilieir own way, except in so far as modern conditions 
make a certain degree of regulation necessary. 


In view of the growing clamor for government ownership 


—much of it unthinking—if is well that the other side of the 
question should be set forth as was done by Mr. Hughes on 
this occasion. The public should.be giving the question seri- 
ous thought, and the more earnest the attention it receives the 
less liability will there be to a plunge which, like war, would 
be easier to make than to recover from.
